ESTABLISHING CREDIT RATINGS. 


Trifling Considerations Have Influenced 
Merchants In Trusting. 


Credit rating is more easily obtain 
ed nowadays than in the old times. 
The process has been simplified by 
the credit bureuus, the development 
of the commercial traveling system 
and the ready means by which knowl- 
edge is diffused by telegraph and 
rapid mail service, 

Notmany years ago it was a differ 
ent matter for an out of town mer 
chant to get a rating in New York 
from what it is today. Asa usual 


thing aman began business in asmall } 


way by buying and sellin@for cash on 
on short credits. When he came to 
New York, he was questioned and 
cross questioned on a wide variety of 
subjects. 

One man asked him about the 
torps and collections in his vicinity; 
wnother about his capital, class of 
trade and volume of business. His 
unswers were carefully noted, and 
the chances were that his personal 
habits were made the subject of a 
rigid investigation. Features such 
as these enterinto the granting of 
credits nowadays, but not to such an 
extent as, say, 50 years ago. 

It may not be generally known, 
but it is true nevertheless that prej- 
udice, superstition and tradition en- 
ter into the matter of credits, To 
this very duy there are merchants in 
New York who will not sell a bill of 
merchandise except on cash to a per 
son the terminal letters of whose 
name are “sky” or “kie.” Years 
agoaclass of the population whose 
names frequently end with these let- 
ters were in the habit of failing in 
business, and hence even to this day 
a prejudice prevails against them. 

In addition to this other names are 
frequently prejudicial to-a business 
man seeking to buy goods on time. 
For years, and until his death, a suc- 
cessful merchant in the dry goods 
commission business would not trust 
aman who, as the saying is, parted 
his name in the middle, A person, 
for instance, who gave his firm’s 
name as J. Thomas Brown & Co. was 
at once blacklisted. 

“No man,” the veteran used to af- 
firm, ‘‘who is ashamed of the name 
given him by his father or at bap- 
tism is honest, and no such one can 
get credit from my house.” 

Trifling incidents sometimes deter- 
mine a man to give or withhold cred- 
it. Thus some years ago old men, 
believers in the manners and the cus 
toms of the past, have been known 
to refuse to sell merchants who wore 
mustaches or who parted their hair 
in the center, The prejudice against 
the former wore away long before 
the latter was outgrown, 
is only within a comparatively few 
years that some men could regard 
others who parted their hair in the 
center without suspicion or disgust.

gality or caution, One instance is 
recorded of a merchant, who, upon 
entering astore to buy goods, knocked 
the ashes from a half smoked cigar 
and put the butt in his pocket, One 
of the partners who observed this at 
once concluded that he was a man 
careful of small things and capable 
of paying for his goods, 
proved correct, and eventually the 
man became one of the tirm’s most

Game in Maine. 


Hon. Edward D. Hayden and Mrs. 
Hayden returned nearly a week ago 
from the Moosehead Lake region where 
for many years they have annually 
passed some weeks in fishing, hunting 
and enjoying life in the woods. It 
rained almost continually while they 
were there which interfered with their 
sports and rendered the trip less suc- 
cessful and gratifying than it other- 
wise would have been. ‘Their regular 
headquarters are about 7 miles east of 
Moosehead Lake, between 20 and 30 
miles north of Greenville, a little vil- 
Jage at its foot, on a stream (Roach 
River) which empties into it, and amid 
chains und individual lakes—Matta- 
humkeag, Carribou, Pemadumcook, 
Chesuncook, and others—that affords 
the best of fishing and the forests 
around them an abundance of game. 

Thirty years ago but little good 
shooting was to be found in the Maine 
forests, although it is easily remem- 
bered by the writer of this item when 
venison was uo rarity, when **moose 
aneat” was plentier than fresh beef all 
over the State in the early spring, and 
when an abundance of it was to be 
seen on the tables of Boston hotels. 
But atime came when Boston and New 
York sportsmen found their way to the 
haunts of the moose, carribou, deer, 
and other wild animals, and soon the 
forests and waters of the vast solitudes 
were stripped of them, and for a long 
jperiod Maine was a barren waste for 
hunters. 

After awhile however the attention 
‘of local sportsmen was called to the 
subject, which in due time resulted in 
ithe enactment of stringent laws for the 
preservation of game, the vigorous en- 
forcement of which has wrought a 
great change in in these matters in the 
Just 20 or 25 years. Nowhere in New 
Englund are such extensive forests to be 
found as in northern Maine. Occupy 
ling a comparatively high latitude they 
are the natural home of the moose and 
carribou, and deer and minor animals 
inhabit the openings, glades and water- 
sides to be found there. Home hunters 
appreciate these facts and backed by a 
healthy public sentiment they inaugu- 
rated measures to improve the situa- 
‘tion, and the success achieved has been 
gratifying in a high degree. 

Good laws strictly eeforced have re- 
vived the former order gnd big game 1s 
once more plenty in the forests of 
Maine. Mr. Hayden tolda Journat 
anan that during the late stay of him- 
self and Mrs, Hayden down there not 
a day passed on which they did not spy 
from the poreb of the rustic tavern that 
was their home from one to four deer, 
and moose and carribou were in com- 
parison equally plenty. So amply pro- 
tected are they by the excellent laws of 
the State that the animals are much 
more tame than they used to be and 
the hunting of them in the season is 
Jess laborious and more satisfactory as 
to results, Mr, Hayden has spent 
some weeks every fall for 30 years with 
dog and gun io and near the region 
trom whieh he and his wife returned 
Jast week and he says ever in all that 
time has he seen large game so plenty 
there as it is now. 

Verily, the vast forests of Maine 
have agaiu become **the hunter's para- 
dise,” andthe whole State is yearly 
reaping the benefit of the wholesome 
laws that huve made them such,

Interesting Relics of the Woburn 
Journal. 


A relic of some interest to the Wonors 
Jounnat has been contributed to the Wo- 
born Public Library by Mr. Oliver W. 
Rogers, formerly of Woburn, but now of 
“Brookdale,” Kast Harrisville, No 1. This 
is a series of “Carrier's” Addresses, nine in 
number, issued in the early days of the 
JOURNAL, When it Was common on the first 
day of the new vear to deliver them with 
the paper at the the patrons 
Sometimes «a contribution in money was 
given the Carrier in answer to the appeal 
directly, or indirectly, made through the 
verses of the address. The custom has 
gone out of dete, but the set of Addresses 
before us is complete for the first ten years 
of the JoURNAL’S existence, 

The first is dated “Woburn, Jan, 1, 1852, 
and is entitled *Wonurs Journan Carrier's 
Address to its Patrons.” The stanzas are 
four in number. In one the Jounnar is 
described as ‘ta neat pretty sheet,”

“The Wonurn JOURNAL with its noat attire, 
Comes weekly to your door;

The third, for 1854, is signed by Robert 
M. Dennett, Carrier, who afterwards lost 
his life in the war of 1861-65. There are 
eight stanzas, in one of which it is said, the 
“model Wonurs JouRNAL is one you never 
need to borrow.” After lauding the virtues 
of the paper, it concludes with these lines; 


“Come all ye friendly patrons, and those who mean 
to be, 
Support the Wonurn JourNAL by sending in the 
The Carrier earns his title, and here puts in his plea, 
A coin for his pocket ou this his New Year Jubilee.” 
The fourth, for 1855, is entithed «The 
News Boy's Address to the Patrons of the 
Middlesex Journal,” and is signed by 
Charles S. Parker, Carrier, now a well 
known newspaper man, residing at Arling- 
ton. It contains nine stanzas of eight lines 
each, atthe end of which are the initials 
UD Le 8 6 S.,"PSupposed to be the author of 
the lines, but whose identity is not reealled. 
The production closes thus: 


“Kind friends—and now my task is said— 
My Annual Message you have read, 

*Tis grave rhaps, but not severe; 

If sentimental, not austere. 

Approve, or censure, as you will— 

The author claims vo poet's skill, 

But wishes all,—with Kentt sincere— 

A happy year—Happy New Year!" 


The fifth, for 1856, is a ‘New Year's Ad- 
dress,” signed by C. S. Parker, Carrier. It 
is full of local news.

The sixth, for 1857, states 

‘tA Library of choicest books, 

Provided by the Town, 


Unfold the wisdom and the wit 
Of scholar, save, and clown.” 


The seventh, for 1858, offers nothing 
local, and the eighth, for 1859, and the 
ninth, for 1860, are alike in the want of 
local reference, The last issues are more 
ambitious as literary productions, than the 
earlier ones, and they may have been the 
work of the donor of this appropriate gift to 
the Public Library, who is well known for| 
his literary execution in matters demanding 
a skilful pen, but whose modesty would | 
doubtless prevent his claiming an ownership 
of writings of so ephemeral a character. — |

Stearns, 


1. “Therefore, being justified by faith, we 
have peace with God through our Lord 
Jesus Christ.” If there is a foundation 
truth that needs to be fully received, firm- 
ly held, daily enjoyed and joyously passed 
| on, it is this—that all who receive Christ 
| are justified and actually have peace with 
| God, for Christ Himself is our peace, 
through the finished work of Christ with 
out any works of ours. Commit Rom. iv, 
5; Eph. ii, 8, 9; Titus iii, 5, as notable proof 
texts. Christ made the peace by the blood 
of His cross, and it is our privilege to re- 

ceive it (Col, i, 20). 
| 2 “By whom also we have access by 
faith into this grace wherein we stand, and 
rejoice in hope of the glory of God.” It is 
by grace, without a single work of ours, 
that we are saved, and in that grace it is 
our privilege to live, for our High Priest 
within the veil represents us before God in 
all His perfectness, and we may come bold- 
ly for merey and grace in every time of 
need (Heb, iv, 15, 16). This covers all our 
life from the moment of our acceptance 
until we are taken home, The last clause 
of this verse calls attention to the blessed 
hope of Titus ii, 18, when we shall be like 
an (I John iii, 2, 8), 

8. “And not only so, but we glory in trib- 
ulations also, knowing that tribulation 
worketh patience,’’ The sufferings of this 
present time are not worthy to be compared 
with the glory which shall be revealed in 
us, and all our afflictions are working out 
for us a far more exceeding and eternal 
weight of glory (Rom, viii, 18; II Cor. iv, 
17). By His grace we may learn to count 
trials a joy, knowing that when patiently 
borne they bring glory to Him and great 
good to us, conforming us to His image 
(Jas. i, 2,8, 12; 11 Cor. xii, 9, 10; Rom, viii, 28, 
20). 

4. “And patience, experience, and experi- 
ence, hope.” Patience under trial is very 
glorifying to God and very confusing to sa- 
tan and is one of the most convincing 
proofs of the reality of Christianity (II 
Thess, iii, 5 margin; Jas. v, 10; Rev. xiii, 
10; xiv, 12). The word translated “experi- 
ence’ is in IL Cor. ii. 9; xili, 8; Phil. ii, 22, 
translated “proof.’”’ It is the evidence that 
we are ,the Lord’s and develops in us a 
firmer grasp of the joys set before us and 
the glory to be brought unto us at the rev- 
elation of Jesus Christ (I Pet. i, 6, 7, 18; iv, 
12, 13). 

5. “And hope maketh not ashamed, be- 
cause the love of God is shed abroad in our 
hearts by the Holy Ghost which is given 
unto us.”” The Holy Spirit is the earnest 
of our inheritance until the redemption of 
the purchased possession (Eph. i, 18, 14).

On the informal ballot for the, Woburn 
candidate the vote stood: Elmore A. Pierce, 
2; D. W. Brown, 3; Henry C. Hall, 2; 
Alex. Grant, 2; F. M. Pushee, 6. On the 
firet formal ballot Brown received 2, Geo. 
E. Fowle 8, Duren 2, Hall 2, Grant 2, 
Pushee 6. 

On the 4th and final regular ballot Brown 
had 2, Fowle 9, Grant 1, Pushee 5, and 
Fowle, receiving majority of the ballots, 
was declared duly nominated. Mr. Fowle 
mude a very neat speech of thanks.

Of the other addresses I remember 
that Dr. Ricard wrote one and J «am 
quite positive Mr. John J. Pippy, then 
owner of the JouRNAL, wrote one. 

The route over which the ‘*carrier” 
of the JourNAL travelled in the days I 
so well remember extended from 
Church & Lane’s piano-case factory in 
Winchester to Nichols & Winu’s at 
North Woburn; from the Saw Factory 
at East Woburn to Cummings’s tannery 
at the West Side; besides covering 
ubout every street in the Centre. ‘The 
carrier carried himself right along in 
those days in order to complete his task 
before night.—C. S. P.

City Government. 


COMMON COUNCIL. 


This branch of the City Government held 
aregular meeting on the evening of Oct, 
12, with President Sullivan in the Chair. 

On the petition of Simonson for electric 
lights on Pine street and sale of land adjoin- 
ing the Highland School lot, the Council 
concurred with the Aldermanic vote. ‘The 
Orders passed were: one allowing the G. 
A. R. Posts to expend balance of appropria- 
tion for flag standards for the cemetery; 
appointing a committee of three with Alder- 
men to draw ordinances respecting the 
duties of Inspector of Plumbing. Fox, 
Quigley and McDonough were appointed a 
committee. ——Petition of Boston Fire and 
Police Association was referred to Fire 
Committee.——Voted to request the Mayor 
to call a meeting on Oct. 14 to canvass the 
matter of loans for highways and public 
property.——Adjourned to Oct 16. 

Another meeting of the Common Council 
was iieldon Saturday evening to consider 
an order reported by the Joint Finance 
Committee to raise $2,000 for highway pur- 
poses and $5,000 for public buildings. 
There was quite a heated discussion over 
the matter. Councilman Feleh took the 
sensible grounds that considering the con- 
dition of the city finances the order had 
no business to pass. President Sullivan 
opposed the order on the grounds that it 
was not large cnough for the highways and 
too big for the public buildings. Lt waa dis- 
closed thatthe Highway Department has no 
money. A bad state of things exists. ‘he 
order was lost, 

A meeting of the Aldermen had been 
called for the same purpose, but the discus- 
sion of the Council rendered action on their 
part annecessary, 

The Common Council adjourned to Mon- 
day evening. When it was proposed to 
introduce an order for $2,000 for the high- 
ways alone,

The Board of Aldermen held a special 
meeting last Monday evening. It was the | 
liveliest one in the history of that branch of 
the city government It ought to reault in 
untold good to the community and will if 
Mayor Richardson accepts public sentiment 
as thereat made to appear vy Ald. Davis of 
Ward 1, and honestly acts on it as he

do the public think of those in whose hands 
this matter really rests? 

But here is a full report of the aflair and 
we command its careful perusal to the re- 
putable classes of this community. 

When the Clerk read the amended report 
of the Chief of Police for the month of 
September. Alderman Davis called Alderman 
Pushee to the Chair (Mayor Richardson was 
absent). Alderman Davis said that he had 
noticed no raids among the places on Main 
street. It had been reported that liquor was 
illegally sold there,that the Police must know 
it. He suggested that the Chief of Police 
be sent for to make inquiry of him him why 
no warrants had been issued for these places. 
Personally, he said, he knew nothing about 
it. It wascommon talk and he believed 
there was laxity somewhere. Voted to send 
for the Chief. 

Ald. Davis said to that official; ‘I see in 
the list of places raided in your report that} 
no reference is made to any against places 
on Main street. That report was for one 
month; how much longer has it been since 
& Warrant was served against those places?” 
| The Chief said none of the uptown places 
were raided for a month. 

Ald. Davis: “How long since they were 


raided?” 
Chief: ‘Notsince JULY 38, and then we 
| found nothing.” 
Davis: ‘It is common talk that an 


| illegal business is carried on up there, and 
| crowds attend, and it is strange that no 
warrants have issued.” 

Chief: ‘Well, Lam ready todo it any- 
time.” 

Davis: ‘Why do you wait for the Alder- 
menor Mayor? It must be known to the 
force: the people complain.” 

Chief: ‘I have seen no signs of an ille- 
gal business. Some of the men keep stores, 
others have pooi tables, and men always 
get around them. J have seen nothing 
out of the way,” 

Davis said it was the duty of the Police 
to look these matters up. ‘The city had de- 
prived itself willingly of the license money, 
and nobody should be allowed to do the 
business. 

Davis: ‘Has anyone asked you to hold of 
and not go for these places?”

11. “And through thy knowledge shall 
the weak brother perish, for whom Christ 
tied?” Knowledge may kill, but love will 
not, Whatever makes more of one's self 
will prove a stumbling block; whatever 
exalts Christ tends to life, It is fearful to 


} think that Christians may by their selfish- 


ness und inconsistencies prove such stum- 
bling blocks as to send people to perdition, 


} If we would only consider well this fact as 


we meet people—Here is one for whom 
Christ died. How can I make him know it? 
—how different our lives would be! 

12. “But wien ye sin so against the 
brethren and wound their weak conscience 
ye sin against Christ.” Whatever touches 
f& member of the body of Christ touches 
Christ Himself (Math, xxv, 40, 43; Acts ix, 
4,5). He that toucheth you toucheth the 
appie of His eye (Zech, U, 8). All life is ei- 
ther for Christ or against Christ. We are 
rither living walking Libles proclaiming 
Him by word and deed, or we are libels, 
professing to be His, but by word and deed 
dishonoring Him. He never pleased Him- 
self, but in all things glorified God, 

18, ‘Wherefore, if meat make my brother 
to offend, I will eat no flesh while the world 
standeth, lest I make my brother to of- 
fend.”’

All Means -If You 
Them, Try a Thonat, 


Raw by Must Cook 


To the pure lover of oysters it is | 


llways an open question whether a 
cooked oyster can be considered as 
having any longer a claim to his 
name, America is the only country 
in the world where oysters can be 
booked so as to retain any portion of 
their original grace, The French 
cook can cunningly distribute one 
oyster over 12 pates, so that each 
mite will taste as if a whole oyster 
iad been cooked in it. But this is 
fierely the flavor of oysters, The 
rhief uso which the English cook 
tnakes of oysters is to add them to 
White soup as a variant, 

The common methods of cooking 
pysters in this country are by stew 
ing, frying and roasting them, and 
if must be admitted that the average 
cook in an oyster restaurant is ex 
ceedingly skillful in heating the oys 
ter through without forcing him to 
coagulate, Those who want to ab 
forhb oysters without eating them 
raw should try them roasted, as this 
method of cooking best preserves the 
original form and taste, 

The true way to enjoy an oyster is 
to eat him raw on his half shell, 
fresh from the hands of the man 
who opens his shell, If the oyster 
is fresh and in good condition, he 


will need no additions. There be 
barbarians who cover him with 
catchup, of whom we take no ac- 


count, Others there are who sprin 
kle him with white pepper for their 
stomachs’ sake, and with these we 
have no quarrel if they acknowledge 
their complaint, Some add cayenne 
pepper or tabasco sauce, so that they 
may destroy their sense of taste un- 
til they have swallowed their oyster,

RACE HORSES BLESSED, 


ftrange Ceremony Preceding the Annual 
Turt Dvents In Stenna, 

Twice each summer, in July and 
August, the horse race, or “patio,” 
and medimval procession take place 
in the piazza at Sienna, The ‘pa 
lio” (so called from the banner given 
asa prize), which has been run an 
nually since 1650-—with very few

The priest stands waiting at the 
altar, All eyes are turned to the} 
door for the entrance of the horse. 
Possibly he deems it ‘an honor to 
which he was not born,” for it is 
ouly after much clattering of hoofs 
and plungine; that he can be coaxed 
to enter and is led up to the high al- 
tar, Thus he stands surrounded by 
the company of the contrada in full 
costume, the jockey, helmet on head, 
the captain in full armor, standard | 
bearer, drummer and pages. It 
the most curious sight one can im 
agine in a church, the horses stand 


is 


ing meekly before the altar and } 
those brilliant costumes grouped | 
round, 


There is a moment's hush; then | 
the priest steps forward and sprin- 
kles the horse with holy water, reads 
a few words of blessing in Latin and | 
sprinkles him again. The spectators 
give a lusty shout, and the horse is 
led triumphantly out. 

By half past 6 p. m. the piazza is 
crammed with people of all sorts and 
conditions, and the balconies and win- 
dows of the houses, decorated with 
brilliant draperies, are crowded. At 
the third gun fire the course is 
cleared by mounted carabineers, and 
the procession enters the piazza, 
First comes the town band in plain 
modern dark blue uniforms, cocked 
hats, with white plumes, playing as 
it marches; a pause, and then some 


gallantly—they are in costume, as is 
all the procession, Then pass the 
“contrade” one by one, each in a 
different costume of the middle 
ages. Each one has its emblem 
such as dragon, snail, goose, wood, 
wolf, owl, etc.—represented on their 
costumes, flags, armor and _ horse 
trappings. The jockeys, in costume | 
and wearing the helme., ride. The 
captains and their companies go on 
foot. 

The horses are ridden without sad- 
dle or stirrups, and as they file out 
from under the archway of the pa- 
lazzo an official gives each jockey 
his nerbo, This is a whip made of 
ox sinew, and it is permissible dur- 
ing the race fora rider to strike his 
rival jockeys and horses with this | 
formidable weapon—a remnant of | 
middle age brutality. Woe te the 
man who gets struck across the face 
with it. The jockey hats, now worn 
in place of the helmets, are of metal, 
painted, to guard the head against 
the blows. The horses are at the start- 
ing point, the signal is given, and 
they are off—a good start. Selva, or 
Wood, is the favorite and leads from } 
the first. We fear he will never keep | 
up the pace, but he does, and in the 
second round he is still ahead, The 
other nine horses are well together, | 
the jockeys belaboring right and left 
with their nerbi. ‘The people are ex- | 
cited to the highest pitch. The noise 
is deafening, for these peasants have 
sturdy voices. Even the strangers, | 
who haye come to see the spectacle 
and care not one jot which contrada 
wins, are constrained out of sympa- | 
thy to shout too. In the third round 
Selva has more than held his own 
and comes fully two lengths ahead 
amid enthusiastic applause. 

Instantly after the race the win- 
ning jockey is surrounded by police- | 
men, who protect him till his com- | 
pany has time to rally round him, | 
and there is good need of it, for the 
partisans of the beaten contrade are 
hot blooded and violent in their dis- 
appointment and would scarcely let | 
their victorious rival escape sound of | 
limb if they had a chance to get at 
him, —London Dustrated News.

Blue eyes be- 
ing far less common than black, he 
takes the chances and sometimes 
sees the three blue eyed ones first. 
I never could reconcile the belief in 
the written destiny and in the omen 
and signs together. If it was the 
destiny of some one to be killed by 
accident at such a place and mo- 
ment, of what virtue would an evil 
omen be ora good one? He is bound 
to be killed anyhow. 

Augury is also made by the forms 
of the clouds and by the entrails of 
fish, animals and fowls, by orange 
pits and the odd or even number of 
divisions in the pulp. If a red 
orange was peeled by accident, the 
person feels great pleasure, as that 
betokens prosperity and gold. 

When the sultan is about to under- 
take anything, however insignifi 
cant, all the signs are consulted, If 
he is to go to the mosque, all the 
known means are employed to dis- 
cover whether it would be more pro 
pitious for him to go by land or wa- 
ter. 

Probably there is not a foreign 
minister or embassador who has ever 
been accredited to Turkey who has 
not been annoyed beyond measure 
on account of the unaccountable 
postponement of a dinner to be given 
him at the imperial palace, a post- 
ponement that always seemed to 
come in the most awkward and inex- 
plicable time.

Artificial Lee, 

A successful system of producing 
artificial ice surfaces has been inau- 
gurated in Paris and is available in 
large areas at all seasons of the year.

The Metric System in our Grammar 
Schools. 

Ep. Journat: There seems w be no 
good reason why the metric system, which 
has for 80 many years been used by Euro- 
pean nations, should not be more generally 
adopted in ours. Our present system is so 
thoroughly rooted that it would be a long 
process to replace it, even by a much 
euperior one. Yet, if a tendency to cling 
to old ideas is the only obstacle, can we not 
overcome it by striking directly at the root 
of the matter, and overcome it pretty 
effectually too? 

This system is simple and is much more 
easily learned than ours. It is complete 
for measurements of one, two and three 
dimensions, capacities, and weights, are all 
combined in the one. It is economical; 
days of valuable time could be saved every 
year of one’s school-life. It is the only one 
adopted by scientists, for it is exact, and 
long computations are done away with. 

As a knowledge of this system is required 
by all our scientific schools and colleges, 
we are obliged to teach it in our High 
School. But there the course is too short 
for the student to learn ite use thoroughly. 
It is not learned until it can be applied 
practically. This may be accomplished 
most easily by placing it before the student 
while he is young and making him perform 
the actual work of applying it. 

It is not an advanced study, therefore let 
us introduce it into our Grammar schools 
and avoid the necessity of teaching it in the 
High school, where time is too valuable to 
be spent on such elementary work.—L,

Committee of 100, 


A large and enthusiastic temperance meet- 
ing was held in Lyceum Hall last Sunday 
afternoon under the auspices of the Com- 
mittee of One Hundred—an organization 
which has done much good in this city, and 
which law-and-order-loving people confi 
dently look to for more of the same sort, 
The main object of the Committee is to 
secure an annual no-license vote and then 
to see that the liquor laws are properly 
enforced. To their good work was the 
prohibitory vote of last December chiefly 
due. 

The meeting last Sunday afternoon was a 
good one, The spirit of it was encouraging 
to the cause of temperance. The floor of 
the hall was filled and a striking feature 
of the audience was the large number of 
women init. In all contests for bettering 
the condition of community the women are 
almost invariably to be found on the right 
side. Their influence is a power for good 
always, and it is a pity that they are not 
allowed to vote. 

Rev. George A. Crawford, D. D., pastor 
of the M. E. church, a powerful advocate 
for prohibition and an earnest worker in the 
cause, was President of the meeting. Rev. 
William Carey Barrows, pastor of the First 
Baptist church, who carries his temperance 
colors nailed to the peak, made an eloquent 
prayer. After singing ‘‘America” in which 
the congregation joined in voice and spirit, 
President Crawford called on Rev. Mr 
Barrows to define his position, who, in re- 
sponse to the call, said he was for temper- 
ance first, last and all the time, and had 
always been a worker for its promotion. 
Except in two possible instances, in a 
pastorate of 27 years, he had always been 
earnestly sustained in his work for temper- 
ance, and in all that time he had never 
become acquainted with a Baptist clergy- 
man who was nota prohibitionist. “If I 
were not one” said he, “I should be a single 
exception to the rule and could hardly claim 
to be a good Baptist minister.” Mr. Bar- 
rows did not make a long speech, but 
although he did not expect to be called on 
for one when he came to the hall, what he 
suid was right to the pointand his arguments 
were sound and convincing. He is a 
speaker who holds the ear of an audience 
from beginning to end. 

Mr. George H. Carter, Republican eandi- 
date for Mayor of Chelsea, was the next 
speaker. ‘Thanks to the efforts of the 
temperance people of thut city, he said an 
open saloon could not be found in Chelsea, 
Prohibition prohibits over there and it can 
be mado to-do so everywhere elae. De- 
termination, a watchful eye, and united 
work would fetch it every time. He re- 
peated the story told by a Chelsea mother 
to w recent temperance meeting there of the 
ruin of her two sons by rum and their 
barbarious treatment by the rumsellers. 
[t was cruel, and Mr. Carter's recital of the 
story had a sensible effect on the audience. 
Mr. Carter is a pleasant speaker, and was 
listened to with great attention. 

Then Rev. Mr. Crawford addressed the 
meeting. His was a ‘plain talk” in every 
sense of the term, and the only regret felt 
was that 50 or GO ef the rumsellers of Wo- 
burn were not present to hear it. Alleged 
temperance men who were in the habit of 
voting the license ticket received attention 
from Mr. Crawford, and the crimes, ruin 
and death wrought by rum were brought 
very close to their doors. The rumseller’s 
occupation received no mercy from him, 
but while he denounced the trade and had 
his ideas of those engaged in it, he meant 
to be gentlemanly and fair towards all men, 
and was. Burt, although he hoped no calls 
to professionally attend funerals would come 
to divert his attention from the work of the 
present city campaign le would enjoy the 
privilege of attending the obsequies of a 
few men who were then in his mind’s eye. 
Mr. Crawford is one of the bravest cham- 
pions of temperance in this State. He 
studies to get right and when his mind is 
settled on that point then he goes ahead, 
He paid Mr. Griffin Place, President of the 
Law and Order League, a good compliment, 
He -xid that although Brother Place’s 
language was some times very emphatic, he 
was sound on the temperance question and 
asuccessful worker, Aptillustrations were 
brought forward the more forcibly to im- 
press the public mind with the importance 
of voting no-ligense in Woburn at the ap- 
proaching election, and stories were related 
of home happening# which opened the 
people’s eyes and set them to thinking. 
Mr. Crawford believes that genuine probibi- 
tion will prove a panecea for many of Wo- 
burn’s ills, and in that view he bas a plenty 
of sympathizers. He believes in using the 
strong arm of the law with which to fight 
the Rum, the great enemy of mankind, and 
that is just what he is bringing joto play at 
the present time. The address was sound, 
solid, fearless and coinforting. 

At the close of Mr, Crawford's speech the 
meeting adjourned 

Another meeting will be held at 8 u'vlock 
next Sunday afternoon at Lyceum Hall, 
Let every good temperance man and woman 
in Woburn be there and thus help the work 
along. 


A Reply. 


In answer to an editorial that I saw in 
the Winchester Star, | would like to say 
that perhaps the Editor could speak with 
more authority if he knew the facts in’ the 
case of Stoddard vs. the ‘own of Winches- 
ter: ‘Where ignorance is bliss it ie folly 
to be wise.”

Both parties held caucuses to nominate 
candidates for Aldermen, Common Coun- 
cilmen, and choose delegates to the Mayor- 
alty and School Commi tee conventions at 
their Ward Rooms last Mouday evening 
Asa general thing they were very well at- 
tended and in the most of them a commend. 
able interest was manifested. While the 
nominations do not come up to the highest 
standard of excellence and some of them 
would fail to secure a reward of meritin a 
competative examination, it cannot but be 
admitted that the selections tor Aldermen 
and Common Councilmen average fairly 
well vith those of former years, and in a 
few cases the very best timber in the Ward 
was chosen. Butafter all said and done 
and due credit given the fact remains that 
Woburn ought to be governed by strouger 
men than, with a few exceptions, can possi- 
bly be secured from the nominations made 
last Monday evening. A major reason for 
this defleieney in executive ability was that 
many of the caucuses were “packed” by 
Ward politicians who by combinations were 
enabled to accomplish ends not desired by 
a majority of the voters who in their un- 
organized condition were powerless to pre- 
vent the success of unworthy aspirants for 
seats on one or the other of the Boards. In 
most cases the politicians had things 
all their own way, and as that way was not 
in all cases commendable it is probable that 
the vote count on the evening of the elec- 
dion will disclose a wonderful sight of bolt- 
ing of candidates at the polls. 

One redeeming feature of the Republican 
caucuses was the unusual number of Irish- 
men nominated, This proved that the 
leaders of the party begin to realize that 
there are good men among that nationality 
who are worthy of participation in our city 
government. It isa fact that ought to be 
more generally recognized by the Republi- 
cans that there are many Irishmen in tiles 
city, especially among the young men, who 
do not naturally affiliate with the Demo- 
cratic partv, who do not feel at home there, 
but would be glad to cast in their lot with 
the other side could they but receive any 
encouragement to do so. To cordially in- 
vite this clase of citizens to come into the 
Republican ranks is the duty of the leaders 
of the party.

HOW HE WROTE SPARTACUS, 


Dr. Kellogg Tells How the Fumous Speech 
Was Composed. 

Talking with a correspondent of 
the Boston Herald, the Rev. Elijah 
Kellogg of Harpswell, Me., thus de- 
scribed how he wrote that favorite 
declamation of schoolboys, ‘‘Sparta- 
cus to the Gladiators”: 

“Tt was while I was at Andover,” 
said he, smiling as the remembrance 
of the event came back to him. 
“We were required to prepare 
speeches for our rhetorical exercises, 
and after each man had spoken he 
was subject to criticism by his fel- 
lows—and their comments weren't 
always so complimentary as they 
were pointed. Then the professor 
would follow with serious criticism, 
and he always found faults that need- 
ed correcting. 

“So these speeches came to be 
looked upon with dread, and at last I 
made up my mind that Id try to get 
something so different from anything 
we had had and so interesting that 
it would hold their attention too 
closely for them to think about 
points on which to criticise me, and 
so I would get off free. 

“Well, I wrote ‘Spartacus.’ When 
I began, it worked just as I had ex- 
pected. They were so taken by sur- 
prise that they never thought of any- 
thing but the speech. You could 
have heard a pin drop at any time 
while I was speaking, and they did 
not recover until I had finished and 
had come down to ask for criticism. 

“Then when Professor Payne 
turned to the students and inquired, 
‘What criticism have you to offer, 
young gentlemen?’ there wasn’t 
one of them hada word to say, for 
they were all thinking of the piece 
and hadn't noticed anything else. 

‘Gentlemen,’ said the professor, 
‘we are not here for theological dis- 
quisitions nor for learned argu- 
ments, but these exercises are purely 
rhetorical, and, gentlemen, that is 
rhetoric.’ 

“Then turning to me he remarked, 
‘I could criticise you, Kellogg, but I 
don’t know whether it would do you 
more good or harm, and so on the 
whole I think I will say nothing.’ 


“So,” added the old gentleman, 
with a chuckle, “I escaped criti- 
cism.”

A Geological Barometer, 

Aremarkable geoloogical substance 
found in Finland is a stone which 
foretells by a change of color the 
probable character of the weather in 
the near future—a natural barometer 
--known by the name of semakuir, 
and which is said to turn black short- 
ly before an approaching rain, while 
in fine weather it is mottled with 
spots of white. For a long time, it 
appears, this interesting phenomenon 
was inexplicable, but on an analysis 
of the stone it was shown to be a fos- 
sil mixed with clay, and containing a 
portion of rock salt and niter. This 
fact being known, the explanation of 
the changes became easy, ‘The salt, 


absorbing the moisture, turns black 
when the conditions are favorable for 
rain, while the dryness of the atinos- 
phere must as naturally bring out 
the salt from the interior of the stone 
in white spots on the surface.—New 
York Bun.

Text of tho Lesson, Jus. 1, 
ory Verses, 3-5—Golden Text, I 
iv, 19—Commentary by the Rev. D. M. 
Stearns. 


16. “Do not err, my beloved brethren.” 
This epistle has been designated as “love 
manifested in obedience, or she perfect man 
continuing in the gospel law of liberty.” 
There is nothing in the whole letter which 
conflicts with the doctrine that we are 
saved by Christ alone without any works 
of ours (Rom, iv, 5; Eph. ii, 8), but the 
complementary truth is made clear that 
being justified by faith we must by our 
works make our faith manifest, Compare 
Eph. ii, 10; Titus ili, 8 Part of these works 
which give evidence of the reality of our 
faith consist of patient endurance of trial, 
which patience will bring to the person en- 
during the reward of the crown of life 
(verse 12), But while God tries us for His 
glory and our good we must never think 
Jhat He tempts us to do wrong. On this 
point we must not err, 

17, “Every good gift and every perfect 
gift is from above and cometh down from 
the Father of lights, with whom is no vari- 
ableness, neither shadow of turning.” All 
gifts of God must be both good and perfect, 
and He who gave His own Son will with 
Him give us all things (Rom. viii, 82). 
Thanks be unto God for His unspeakable 
gift which includes all other gifts (II Cor. 
ix, 15), God is light (I John i, 5) and there- 
fore the source of all light, temporal and 
spiritual. Dwelling in God we dwell in 
light and mustof necessity show it. Asto 
His unvariableness He says, ‘lam the Lord; 
I change not’’ (Mal. iii, 6). 

18. “Of His own will begat He us with 
the word of truth that we should be a kind 
of first fruits of His creatures.’’ God who 
commanded the light to shine out of dark- 
ness hath shined in our hearts, and as it is 
the entrance of His word that giveth light 
it is thus the light comes. When we re 
ceive His word, we receive Himself, for He 
is the Word of God, and thus we are born 
again, or from above (see II Cor, iv, 6; Ps. 
exix, 180; Jolin i,1, 12, 18), Peter also testi- 
fles that we are born again by the Word of 
God (I Pet. i, 2,3), and this agrees with born 
of water and the Spirit (John iii, 5; vi, 63; 
Eph. vy, 26). 

19. ‘Wherefore, my beloved brethren, let 
every man be swift to hear, slow to speak, 
slow to wrath,’’ Because all good is from 
God and all evil from us, therefore eagerly 
devour all He says, but be careful of what 
proceeds from our lips. We are to take 
heed what we hear, and how we hear (Mark 
iv, 24; Luke viii, 18), and we are to let the 
word of Christ dwell in us richly, so that 
out of the abundance of the heart the 
mouth may speak (Col. iii, 16; Math. xii, 
84). And by this very word of God abiding 
in us we shall be kept from sin (Ps. exix, 
11). 

20. “For the wrath of man worketh not 
the righteousness of God.” Angry argu- 
ment and disputing never accomplished the 
glory of God, and yet some preachers can- 
not talk on holy things and keep their 
tempers. Paul’s advice to Timothy is good, 
“The servant of the Lord must not strive, 
but be gentle unto all men, apt to teach, 
patient” (11 Tim. ii, 24). 

21. “Wherefore lay apart all filthiness 
sand superfluity of naughtiness and receive 
with meekness the engrafted word, which 
is able to save your souls,” Here is testi 
mony as clear as Paul ever gave that it is 
the word that saves. By the word comes 
the new birth as we have seen, and by the 
word comes the assurance of salvation (I 
John vy, 11-18), Our part isto meekly re 
ceive the word. ‘To this end we must sim 
ply have done with all iniquity, cleanse 
ourselves from all filthinessof the flesh and 
spirit and find perfect holiness in the fear 
of the Lord (II Cor. vii, 1; Heb. xii, 1, 2). 

22, ‘But be ye doers of the word and not 
bearers only, deceiving your own selyes,” 
Jesus Himself said, “Not every one that 
saith unto me, Lord, Lord, shall enter into 


| the kingdom of heaven, but he that docth 
| the will of my Father which is in heaven” 


(Math. vii, 21). ‘My mother and my breth- 
ren are these which hear the word of God 
and do it” (Luke viii, 21). The whole of the 
second chapter of this epistle from verse i4 
to the end is a commentary upon the verse, 

23. ‘For if any be a hearer of the word 
and not adoer he is like unto aman be- 
holding his natural face in a glass.” The 


| word of God is a mirror in which each one 


can see himself and his failures, and in 
which he can also see what he ought to be, 
for there are many illustrations of men 
and women in whom God dwelt and 
wrought for the good of others—people who 
were not hearers only, but doers, for Cod 
wrought in them both to will and to do. 
See U1 Chron, xxxi, 21, and xxxiv, 1,2; also 
I Cor. xy, 10; Phil. ii, 20-22, 

24. “For he beholdeth himself and goeth 
his way and straightway forgetteth what 
manner of man he was.” It is a good thing 
fora man to see himself if he will only 
profit by it and become a better man, but 
this knowledge of one’s failures and yet 
continuing in the same old way is a terri 
bly hardening process. ‘*How shall we es- 
cape if we neglect so great salvation?” 
“Now consider this ye that forget God lest 
I tear you in pieces and there be none to 
deliver’ (Heb, ii, 8; Ps. 1, 22). 

25, “But whoso looketh into the perfect 
law of liberty and continueth therein, he 
being not a forgetful hearer, but a doer of 
the work, this man shall be blessed in his 
deed,”” The laver in the tabernacle at 
which the priests washed their hands and 
feet is suggestive of the word of God by 
which we are daily cleansed (Eph. v, 26; Ps, 
exix, 9), and it was made out of the looking 
glasses of the women (Ex. xxxviii, §). In- 
stead of looking at ourselves, we are to look 
at Him who is revealed to us in the word 
of God, 

26. “Ifany man among you seem to be 
religious and bridleth not his tongue, but 
deceiveth his own heart, this man’s reli- 
gion is vain,” The third chapter is a dis- 
course upon this little unruly member 
which ofttimes works so much mischief, 
The tongue is harder to manage than 
horses or wild beasts or serpents, but al- 
though no man can tame it God ean, for 
the things which are impossible with men 
are possible with God, and there is noth 
{ng too bard for Him (Math, xiv, 26; Jer 
xxxii, 17). 

27. ‘Pure religion and undefiled before 
God and the Father is this, to visit the fa 
therless and widows in their affliction and 
to keep himself unspotted from the world,” 
Whe religion that is manifest in talk, how 
ever good, and is not accompanied by a con- 
sistent life is vain. The church member 
whose tongue is given to slander and back- 
biting is worse than vain and is heaping 
up torment for himself, But that Chris 
tian who, coustrained by the love of Christ, 


goes about doing good, making the widow's 
heart to sing for joy (Job xxix, 13), is glori 
& 


fying God and helpful to men whether they 
bay much or little, See Math, vy, 16; I Cor. 
xy, 58; ‘Titus ili, 8; Rom, xil, 1, 2

A Sclentifc Achievement That May Come 
to Pass In the Pature, 


We can write by electricity, can 
fend pictures and designs by the 


jsame agency and taik to our friends 


at a distance by means of the electric 
wire. When the British association 
visited Neweastle, Professor Perry 
told his auditors that seeing by elec 
tricity was a possibility of the fu 
ture, anc he had shortly before 
drawn a picture of scientific achieve 
ments which would enable friends 
flivided by large continents and 
oeeans not only to talk with each 
other, but to look upon their fea 
tures. Even before that Profossor 
Bell is known to have been at work 
in his laboratory endeavoring to 
solve the problem, and though 10 
years have elapsed since the possi 
bility of applying the well known 
principles of light in the same way 
as the principles of sound have been 
applied in the telephone was _ first 
suggested, the professor is still as 
hopeful of success as ever, 

There is no thegretical reason why 
light may not be conducted in the 
same way as sound, but Professor 
Bell tells us that it will be yery 
much more difficult’ to construct an 
apparatus for the purpose, owing to 


| the immensely greater rapidity with 


which the vibrations of hght take 
place when compared with the vibra 
tions of sound, 
ever, is merely one of findiny a dia 
phragm sufficiently sensitive to re 
ceive these vibrations and produce 
the corresponding electrical vibra 
| tions, and it 
it on the authority of such a man as 
Professor Bell that at least a dozen 
men, eminent in science in various 
parts of the world, are at present en 
gaged in endeavoring to find the so 
lution of this problem. Professor 
Bell himself, who has never ceased 
to grapple with the difficulty, can 
didly admits that up to the present 
his Jabors have been in vain, but he 
is full of hopefulness as to the sue 
cessful issue of his own research as 
well as that of the other scientists 
who have taken the matter up,

of each worker being able, as long 
ago as 1850, to make over $1,200 of 
product, and in 1880 about $1,800, the 


proportion of material consumed by 


improved machinery being about the 


same 
How much the world is indebted 
to invention cannot be stated in tan- 


gible form, but with the strength of 
man remaining the same and the 


skill of the present artisan, though 
showing some advances, still not dis- 
tancing thatof the ancient Egyptian, 


the vast increase of human resources 


is due mainly to the influence of in- 
vention in discovering ways in which 
machines can do the work of men, 
The competition is no Jonger a com- 


| petition of skill of labor, but that of 
invention, and in America we are far 


in advance of any other nation in 


this respect. A man who 50 years 
ago could turn out a value equal toa 


scant wage, now, at fairly good 


wages, is able to bring into being 
four or five or six times the value.—

Text of the Lesson, Rev, 1, 0-20-—Mem- 
ory Verses, 17-18—Golden Text, Phil. 
il, 09—Commentary by the Rev. D. M. 
Stearns, 


9. “I, John, who also am your brother 
and companion in tribulation and in the 
kingdom and patience of Jesus Christ, was 
Inthe isle that is called Patmos, for the 
word of God and forthe testimony of Jesus 
Christ."". Devoutly grateful for the privt- 
lege of two lessons in this most wonderful 
book of all the 66, fail not to notice its 
name in verse 1, “The Revelation of Jesua 
Christ,”’ and remember that a revelation ts 
no longer a mystery, but a mystery un- 
folded. Consider also in verse 8 the special 
blessing upon all who read or hear the 
words of this book. Observe that John 
was in banishment for Jesus’ sake because 
of the word of God, and if you believe all 
that word today and are faithful in tes- 
timony you will find yourself exiled by 
many. You will, however, have blessed 
company; only be patient and wait for the 
kingdom, 

10, “I was in the Spirit on the Lord’s 
day and heard behind mea great voice as 
of a trumpet.” In the Spirit, led by the 
Spirit, taught by the Spirit, filled with the 
Spirit, are some of the privileges of every 
child of God, and only by the Spirit can we 
know God or His word. Compare Acts 
viii, 20; xifi, 2, 4; xvi, 6, 7; Ez. xi, 1,24. The 
Lord's day may refer to the first day of the 
week, or it may mean that John was by 
the Spirit carried forward and caused to 
behold the events of the day of the Lord so 
often mentioned in the Oid Testament,

Learn also from the verse that 
what we see and hear of God isgio be passed 
on to others (Ezek, fii, 10, 11; Rev. x, 10, 11). 

12. “And I turned to see the voice that 
spake with me, And being turned I saw 
seven golden candlesticks,” If John had 
not heeded the voice and turned to see, he 
had missed this great sight. It was only 
when the Lord saw that Moses turned 
aside to see that God called unto him out 
of the midst of the bush (Ex. fii, 4), I 
doubt not that we would see and hear 
more of God if we were more ready to heed 
His slightest call and see His hand in ev- 
ery event, The seven candlesticks are ex- 
plained in verse 20, 

13, ‘And in the midst of the seven can- 
dlesticks one like unto the Son of Man, 


clothed with a garment down to the foot 
and girt about the paps with a golden gir- 
dle.’’ The phrase “in the midst’’ is very 
suggestive o Him who is always in the 
midst when we meet in name (Math. xviii,

TAXATION. 


The Whole Subject Thoroughly Dis- 
cussed by Richard H. Dana. 


Donble Taxation Unjost and Inexpedieont, 

The shares of foreign corporations, when 
thee rporations are lewally taxed where 
situated, should be relieved from taxation 
here. 

Massachusetts corporstions are taxed on 
their real estate, machinery and franchise, 
but there is no farther tax te the owner of 
the shares. Foreign corporations are aso 
taxed where situated on their real estare, 
mach'y ry and francis, and in addition 
to thar, we tax the owners of the shares, 
who happen to reside in this Struts, on the 
}full value of their interest in the same 
property, under thie gu se of taxing ther 
eertifion'es of stock, Thisis a clear cise 
of double taxation. We might as well 
first tax the real estate, and then tax the 
deeds over acain to the full value of the 
property of which the deeds are the certili- 
cates of title 

Were the whole of the United States one 
great Massachusetts, the taxing power 
would not think of tuxinw the Bistern 
owner of shares of a Western corporation 
for the value of those shares in addition 
to taxingall the real and persona! property 
and the franchise of the corporation, but 
our great country boiow divid d up into 
various States, eich with the power to 
establish corporations, we undertake in 
Massachusetts to tax the shares of an 
Illinois corporation, though we pay noth- 
ing forthe protection of that company’s 
property, and though the State, which is 
at the expenso of guarding that property, 
and whose society gives it value, has 
taxed it fully already, 


Equality, Certainty and EKconomy 

in collection are three fundamental princi- 
ples of sound) taxation, Taxing the 
shares of corporations whose property is 
already fully taxed, is certainly not 
equal, It isan open, palpable, and direct 
double tax. 

Besides being unequal, itis uncertain. So 

little is reached that it does not nffect the 
market value of the shares, They sell for 
the same price here where they are taxable, 
asin New York where they are not, Only 
about one-fourth of the personal property 
assessed is specifically ascertained, Three- 
quarters are got at by guesswork under 
{the dooming process. (Good authorities 
have put the total value of shares of for- 
eign corporations owned in Massachusetts 
at seven huudred million dollars, The 
total assessed value of the same, inclu ling 
both that actuaily found and that es- 
timated, was, in 1889, $70,000,000, The 
total actually found was probably $15, 
| 000,000). 
When so much of the stock of forcizn 
| corporations escapes taxation, itis a mere 
| chance if the owner of it hus to pay a tux 
ornot. Itisa matter of great uncertainty. 
He pays for th's property ata price based 
on its practically escaping taxation. If he 
is taxed on it, he feels mulect like the 
farmers in the Middle Ages on whom 
soine baron had happened to descend, ‘lo 
be just and fair, a tax should be certain, 
so that the maiket value of the property 
may be settled on the basis of taxation, 
Otherwise, one man makes more out of 
the investment than he oueht, and another 
man less, while the temptation to perjury 
in the sworn 
creased, 

It is easy for the assessors to find the 
property itself tis diMienlt for them to 
find the evidences of ownership of that 
property, especially when their object is to 
impose adouble tux. The difficulty be- 
comes so great that the effort is viven 
in most countries, and a return is made to 
tuxing real estate aud taogib’e property 
forthe most part. The United States ts 
theonly civil zed country in the world 
that is stilltrying to tax both the prop- 
erty itself and its shadow,

The Listing Law. 

There is a proposition to compel foreign 
corporations doing business in this State 
to file with the Tax Commissioner lists of 
their shareholders. 

All that would be needed then for Mas- 
sachusetts shareholders to escipe taxation 
would be that they hold their shares with 
the transfer executed on the back, but 
registeredin the name of a non-resident. 
By holding a power to collect divi- 
dends, to secure all rights of subscriptions 
of stock, and to vote at meetings, all the 
advantages of registered stockhold- 
ers would be secured, the Jaw 
shold be altered, so as to re- 
quire registrition, in order to wive 
title, which, by the way, would be an in- 
tolerable hindrance to business, citizens 
of this State could have their stock held 
for them by non-resident agents or at- 
torneys, Again, by registering in their | 
own name, with an address different from 
their legal domicile, many could escape 
the assessors. For example, it would be 
very eusy to give the address of a New 
York banker, who would gladly receive all 
dividends on deposit or forward them to 
order, In these and other simple ways 
would the shareholders 

Still Escape Tuxation, 

It may be that a few ot the shares, beld 
iu small lots by persons inexperienced in 
business ways, will be got at; but the 
holders of large amounts, the shrewd 
business men, will escape, and thus the 
law will work practical inequality of the 
most galling kind. Those whom it is most 
intended to reach will not be touched, 
while it will fall most heavily on the 
conscientious and the inexperienced and 
the small holders.

substantials and delicacies which the markeis 
were able to furnish. Of course this feature 
of the programme was delightful and no one 
was heard to question its importance asa 


feature of the happy reunion. 

President Case set the after-dinner oratory 
to flowing by delivering an appropriate 
opening speech which was greeted with 
hearty applause from beginning to end.

Woman’s Club. 


On Friday, Dec. 5, a unique entertain- 
ment was given the Club, consisting of 
a lecture upon the “Uses, Purposes and 
Significance of Bells,” by Miss Charlotte 
W. Hawes, with appropriate musical 
selections. 

Campanology is a science that is re- 
ceiving much attention at present, 
miny people advocating the placing of 
chimes in our church steeples, and the 
use of more musical bells. Miss Hawes 
is an enthusiast upon the subject, and 
contrasts our bells most unfavorably 
with those of foreign cities. She hus 
travelled extensively in foreign countries 
and her lecture was enlivened with 
many interesting stories and quaint 
touches of humor, Bells were first used 
in churches in the year 400, A baptismal 
service was performed, and the bells 
christened and named after saints. 
Curious inscriptions were sometimes 
placed upon them, The bell of Coventry 
read, “Arise and go about your  busi- 
ness,’ and was therefore called the 
“business bell.” People also believed 
that bells possessed certain virtues, as 
the healing of d es and the driving 
away of evil spirits. Miss Hawes heard 
the old curfew bell at Windsor; she 
also was one of a party of Americans 
who sang the “Bells of Shandon.” 

After reciting selections from the 
“Belfry of Bruges,” she made of herself 
“a kind of human phonograph” repro- 
ducing upon the piano the melody of 
the chimes as she heard them with 
most beautiful effect. 

Miss Hawes was assisted in the musi- 
cal part of the programme by Mr. 
Albert HL, Houghton. Mr, Houghton has 
#& baritone voice of much strength and 
sweetness, its bell-like quality of tone 
well adapted to the selections rendered: 
—"'Ring on, Sweet Angelus,” and “Ring 
out, Wild Bells,” 

After the lecture a small bell was 
exhibited, which wa ist at Glaston- 
bury, England, in 1642; and was loaned 
for the occasion by a Boston gentleman. 
It bore the inscription, “Love conquers 
all things,” and its tone was yery clear 
and sweet,

Weather Predictions for the Winter. 


P. L. CONVERSE, 


All nature is governed by fixed laws, pro- 
ducing uniform results, save only as the 
same are modified by local causes. The 
weather is no exception to the rule, for 
though seemingly fickle, judging from ex- 
perience in a single locality, its general 
features are regular Year after year, 
century after century, the waters of the 
ocean, the life blood of the globe, cireu- 
late in the same channels, and with the 
same certainty as the blood in human 
arteries and veins. The air, the breath of 
nature, is inhaled and exhaled on the same 
invariable scale. The warm air of the 
tropics, the outgoing breath, always rising 
and blowing northward and southward over- 
head, from the equator to the poles; while 
the incoming air is the cold polar current, 
continually passing on the surface, in the 
opposite direction to the equator, varied 
somewhat however, by the motien of the 
earth, and the obstructions caused by (he 
land, In fact the globe pulsates with life, 
and breathes, so to speak, with the same 
regularity that animals do, 

If there were no obstructions, (whieh 
there are and which are caused by the land 
and the action of the sun on it) the weather 
for each winter could be told with certainty 
in advance, as it would always be the same; 
but in reality they vary the direction of 
these general currents from year to year, 
causing them to sway like long streamers in 
a breeze, eastward or westward, as the case 
may be, making cold or warm winters here, 
or in Kurope, according to the direction 
they may take, 

It hus been observed this year, that while 
our autumn has been exceptionally warm, 
clear and devoid of siorms, that ot Kurope 
on the contrary, has been stormy and cold, 
with high winds lately accompanied with 
ligayy gnows, whieh would indicate that the 
cold polar gir currents are now swinging in 
that direction, 400 a9 experjenve has shown, 
thatin such gases, they ure likely to do so 
for the season, We may infer that the eo 
suing winter here will be comparatively 
wild aod broken, while that of Kurope will 
be a cold one, 

The popular belief, that when the storms 
clear off warm in the fall we shall have a 
mild winter has foundation in fact on the 
aboye Feasoning.

LESSON XIII, FOURTH QUARTER, IN- 
TERNATIONAL SERIES, DEG, 24. 


Text of the Lesson, Rew, xxii, 8-21 (A Mia. 
sionary Lesson)—Memory Verses, 16, 17. 
Golden Text, Rev, xxil, 17-—Commentary 
by the Rev. D. M. Stearns. 


Impressed with the fact that in this so 
called mirsionary lesson we have also a 
grand Christmas lesson, bringing before us 
His coming again, which draweth near, we 
make choice of this. 

& “And I, John, saw these things and 
heard them.” Then he tells us that he fell 
down to worship before the feet of the 
angel. He actually saw these wondrous 
sights and heard these faithful and,true 
words, It was probably before this that 
he wrote, “That which we have seen and 
heard declare we unto you, that ye also may 
have fellowship with us” (I John i, 8). How 
do the things of God which we see and hear 
affect us? 

9, “Then saith he unto me, See thou do 
it not, for I am thy fellow servant, and of 
thy brethren the prophets, and of them 
which keep the sayings of this book—wor- 
ship God.’"’ Compare xix, 10, Only satan 
of all creatures seeks to be worshiped 
(Luke iv, 7). Let us remember it when 
tempted to desire applause, and may it be 
our whole aim to honor God. See how this 
book is honored in heaven, 

10. ‘And he saith unto me, Seal not the 
sayings of the prophecy of this book, for 
the time is at hand.’’ Contrast Dan. viii, 
26; xii, 9 In view of the command of this 
verse, how great must be the sin of those 
who virtually seal up this book by never 
reading it or preaching from it, but even 
going so far as to advise people not to read 
it. This I know ministers to be guilty of. 
The Lord will see to it. 

11, “He that is unjust let him be unjust 
still, and so with the filthy or the righteous 
or the holy.” Whenthe end of this stage 
of our life comes, whether it be death or 
the coming of Christ, as we are then found 
so shall we continue, whether unjust or 
holy. This verse, however, may teach that 
we are to proclaim the truths of this book 
whether it make people more holy or more 
unholy. 

12, “And behold, I come quickly, and my 
reward is with me, to give every man ac- 
cording as his work shall be.’’ Compare 
verses 7, 20, and chapters i, 7; fi, 25; iii, 11, 
and note the oft repeated “I come” and the 
admonitions, Salvation is all of grace, 
but reward is according to work. See I Cor, 
iii, 8, 9; Luke xix, 16-19, These rewards 
are not given at death, but at resurrection, 
when Jesus shall come (Luke xiv, 14; 
I Pet. v, 4; II Tim. iv, 8). 

13. “I am alpha and omega, the begin- 
ning and the end, the first and the last.” 
When our souls can say, Lord, Thou art all 
this to me, first and last in everything, be 
ginning and end of everything, then all is 
well. 

14. “Blessed are they that do His com- 
mandments, that they may have right to 
the tree of life and may enter in through 
the gates into thecity.’’ The R. V. says, 
“Blessed are they that wash their robes.” 
Well, we cannot keep His commandments 
till we have washed in His blood and re- 
ceived the new heart which only can do 
His will. If we, like Abram, are looking 
for the city (Heb, xi, 10), we will delight to 
be found doing His will. 

16. ‘For without are dogs,” ete. Com- 
pare chapter xxi, 8,27. And if you are 
glad that your name is in the beok of life, 
and that by His grace you are neither 
fearful nor untruthful, then seek those 
without. 

16. “I, Jesus, have sent Mine angel to tes- 
tify unto you these things in the churches. 
Iam the root and the offspring of David 
and the bright and morning star.” The 
first clause of this verse, taken in connec- 
tion with verse 6, seems to me one of the 
clearest proofs that the Lord God of the 
holy prophets and Jesus are one and the 
same, The root and offspring of David, 
taken with Isa. xi, 1,10, show Him to be 
both God and man, David's Lord and Da- 
vid's Son. As the bright and morning star 
He promises himself tothe overcomer in 
chapter ii, 28, The watchers all this dark 
bight will see and meet Him as the morn- 
ing starand come back with Him as the 
sun of righteousness (Mal, iv, 2) when He 
appears for Israel. 

17, “And the Spirit and the bride suy 
come, and let him that heareth say come. 
And let him that is athirst come, and who- 
soever will let him tuke the water of life 
freely.”’ The first clause seems to be the 
ery of the church to her Lord to come in 
response to his ‘Behold, I come quickly.” 
The others—or at least the last two—are 
invitations to the sinner to take the water 
of life freely, They remind us of Isa. ly, 1; 
John vii, 87; Rom. iii, 24. 


There is noth- 
ing to hinder those who hear but their own 
will. 

18, 19, “If any man shall add, If any 
man shall take away.” Now comes a most 
solemn warning to any one who would 
dare to add to or take from the words of 
this book, Kead the same warning in Deut. 
iv, 2; xii, 82; Prov, xxx, 6; Jer. xxvi, 2; xxiii, 
28, 86, and say how itis that men dare in 
these days, in spite of these warnings, to 
commit both of these sins, Is it because, 
turning from the truth, God has sent them 
delusion (IL Thess, ii; 10, 11). 

20. He which testifieth these things saith: 
Surely I come quickly. Amen. [Even so, 
come, Lord Jesus.’ How could He say 
“quickly” when He knew that almost 2,000 
years must puss first? One thousand years 
is with the Lord as one day (I Pet. iii, 8), 
and according to that rec!oning He has 
been gone searcely two divs yet. Wemust 
look at things from [lis standpoint, Do 
our hearts say, Come, Lord Jesus?” If 
we understand that things will grow worse 
and worse both in the world and in the pro- 
fessing church till He come; that we can- 
not have our glorified bodies till He come; 
that we are to occupy and show forth His 
death till He come; that satan and anti- 
christ and Babylon will rage till He come, 
then we will surely pray, “Come, Lord 
Jesus.”’ Otherwise not, 

21, The grace of our Lord Jesus Christ 
be with you all. Amen,"”” What a precious 
ending to a most precious book—yeua, to the 
whole book of books—for we are saved by 
grace, we stand in grace, and there is more 
grace to be revealed (Eph. ii, 8; Rom. y, 
1, 2; I Pet. 1-15), It is favor for the unde- 
serving from first to last.

WHERE ALL SMOKE IN CHURCH. 


Japanese Priest and Congregation Refresh 
Themselves During the Sermon. 


During the progress of the sermon 
that I had the opportunity of hear- 
ing in the great Buddhist temples of 
Shibba and Nikko in Japan, both 
the preacher and the congregation 
were repeatedly refreshed with cups 
of tea, while everybody, men, wom- 
en and children and priest, smoked 
till the air was thick with tobacco 
fumes. This of course tended to 
keep the congregation in an amiable 
frame of mind and as such more 
ready to take to heart the doctrines 
and recommendations of the preach- 
er. It is impossible to deny that to- 
bacco is conducive to calm reflection 
and good temper, and although now- 
adays we find members of church 
congresses in Europe and America 
arguing that it is wrong for ecclesi- 
astics to smoke, yet our clergy in 
the last century were so thoroughly 
alive to the advantage of the herba 
nicotina, from a religious point of 
view, that they used to smoke not 
only out of church but even when in 
the pulpit. 

Thus Launcelot Blackburn, lord 
archbishop of York and primate of 
England, is on record as having in- 
terrupted his sermon on the occasion 
of his holding a confirmation at St. 
Mary’s, Nottingham, to order the 
wardens to bring up fresh pipes and 
a supply of tobacco to the pulpit. 
Dean Swift used to smoke through- 
out his entire sermon, occasionally 
refreshing himself with a glass of 
port, while Bishop Duncan of Dun- 
dee is described as being so avari- 
cious that he was wont to make 
a practice of coming to church with- 
out his tobacco pouch, and then after 
ascending the pulpit of inquiring 
who among the congregation would 
be willing to accommodate him with 
theirs. It is from those days, too, 
that date those delightful old fash- 
ioned pews in the English country 
churches, fitted up with curtains, 
cushions, fireplaces, pokers and 
tongs, where the squires slept and 
smoked away the entire length of 
the sermon. 

“Another glass,” as the Rey. Dr. 
Barrow remarked each time that he 
turned upside down the hourglass 
on his pulpit during his three hour 
sermon before the lord mayor. 
Why should the pulpit be retained as 
part and parcel of the furniture of 
our churches? A sermon is far 
more impressive when delivered 
from a desk than from a_ pulpit 
which, no matter how beautiful or 
elaborate the carvings by which it is 
adorned, can neyer under any cir- 
cumstances add to the impressive- 
ness of the discourse. Pulpits in- 
deed should have no place in Chris- 


tian churches, as they are of Moham- | 


medan origin, the earliest examples 
recorded being the tubs fastened 
upon tops of poles, forming the sort 


of crow’s nest from which the ulema | 
of Mecca and of Cairo were wont to | 


address the followers of the prophet 
that thronged the mosques every 
Friday. Curiously enough they have 
now been abandoned by the Moham- 


medans, except in a few isolated | 


cases, and are only to be found in 
Christian churches. The Japanese 
and Chinese priests, whose sermons I 
have heard, likewise dispensed with 
pulpits, preaching from behind a ta- 
ble holding the rolls of the sacred 
books and seated in those high back 
breaking armchairs that adorn every 
Buddhist temple.—New York Trib- 
une. 


An Anecdote of Gounod.

Funeral Garlands, 
A custom prevailed and continued 
even down to recent years of making 


funeral garlands on the death of | 


young unmarried women of unblem- 
ished character. These garlands were 
made sometimes of metal and some- 
times of natural flowers or ever- 


greens and commonly having a white | 


glove in the center on which was in- 
scribed the name and initials and age 
of the deceased. This garland was 
laid on or carried before the eoffin 
during its passage to the grave and 
afterward frequently hung up in the 
church, generally being suspended 
from the roof. {t was usual in the 
primitive church to place crowns of 
flowers on the heads of deceased vir- 
gins.—Westminster Gazette. 


Washing a Rag Carpet. 

My rag varpet had covered my 
dining room floor all winter and 
spring and was very dirty. I took 
it up, dusted it thoroughly, then 
ripped the breadths apart. Each 
breadth was 5 yards long. I filled 
the wash boiler half ‘full of soft water 
and put in half a cupful of washing 
powder, Then I put in a breadth of 
carpet and boiled it half an hour, 
stirring them constantly. The water 
and carpet were emptied into a tub 
and the carpet run through the 
ringer, rinsed twice and hung out on 
the line. Each breadth was treated 
in the same way, getting clean water 
for each one and using plenty of 
water to rinse it. It is now on the 
floor again and looks like a new car- 
pet.—Minneapolis Housekeeper.

Early Printing. 

The following are the earliest 
known examples of printing—two in- 
\dulgences, printed usually on one 
side only of a single piece of vellum 
and two magnificent Bibles. Of 
these one is known to be the first 
complete book that ever was printed 
by the wonderful new invention, 
Which, as the early printers so often 
proudly state in their colophons, pro- 
luced “letters without the aid of 
any sort of pen, whether of quill, of 
reed or of metal.” 

The first piece of printing which is 
netually dated is the famous indul 
pence of Nicholas V tosuch as should 
contribute money to &d the king of 
Cyprus against the Turks. This in 
dulgenee has the printed year date 
1454, and a copy in The Hague mu 
seum has the date ‘Noy, 15” filled ia 
with a pen. Mr. Duff tells us that 
“in the years 1454and 1455 there was 
alarge demand for these indulgences 
and seven editions were issued. 
These may be divided into two sets, 
the one containing 31 lines, the other 
30 lines, the first dated example be- 
longing to the former.” 

This 30 line edition is shown to 
have been printed by Peter Schoeffer 
de Gornsheim, by the fact that some 
of the initial letters which occur in 
it appear in another later indulgence 
of 1489, which is known to have 
come from‘his press.—Saturday Re- 
view.

School Meeting. 
The last meeting of the School Board 


The annual report of the Superinten- 
nent was received. In it was a severe 
criticism of the present method of ex- 
aminations inthe Grammer grades. A 
year ago the Committee adopted a new 
plan offexaminations consisting of inter- 
changeable examination papers made up 
ona basis of specific progress in thediffer- 
ent grades. After a year’s trial it lins 
been demonstrated that the plan is not 
a good one for the Woburn schools, It 
works to the disadvantage of the pupil 
because while all the rooms in the city 
of the same grade are expected to do 
the same amount of work, the methods 
of the different teachers are such that 
apparently some rooms are farther ad- 
vanced than others. ‘Therefore, when 
the examinations are held on a set 
number of questions issued for all the 
rooms many bright children fail to 
attain a good percentage because they 
are uot quite so far advanced as the 
pupils in the same grade in another 
part of the city. 

Superintendent Richardson stated his 
objection to the plan. Mr. Richardson, 
Mr. Kenney and Mrs. Adams favored 
a change in the system. 

The cardinal idea advanced 


in the 
the pupil should be the most important 
tactor to be considered in his promo- 
tion, and that the teacher was the com- 
petent person to decide whether a pupil, 
although not of high percentage, should 
go ahead. After two hours’ discussion 
the Board adopted the fellowing im- 
portant order:

For the Poor. 


Miss Jennie E. Skinner and Miss 
Dora T. Fuller, as members of the 
committee, distributed relief to the 
poor last Saturday, Sunday and sub- 
sequently, and in their rounds found 
many distressing cases. In nearly all 
of then RuM was ut the bottom of the 
misery, and in many of them to a 
drunken mother was the poverty due. 

Carefully and intelligently studying 
the situation, it was the opinion of 
Miss Skinner and Miss Fuller that the 
times are not unusually hard in this 
city, nor is whatever of poverty that 
exists here attributable to that cause, 
Not a factory is idle and a large share 
of them are doing the customary 
amount of work for this season of the 
year. ‘There is, these ladies think, no 
more want and suffering than is gener- 
ally to be found in the winter, and 
what there is lack of employment by 
the men is but slightly accountable for. 
Their experience last week forced them 
to the conclusion that nearly all the 
poverty to be met within this city at 
present time 1s DUE TO Rum! 

At one house these ladies visited 
things were found in a deplorable con- 
dition. The father is a laborer in the 

* factories and the mother, not over 30 

years old, strong, well, fine looking, is 
a drunkard! ‘There were several 
children, the oldest a pretty girl of 10, 
one of which was entirely nuked and 
the others but a little better off, and at 
the time of their call the mother was 
out after more drink. ‘There was no 
bed io the house, nearly all the furni- 
ture was gone; every scrap of food 
that could be found was a loaf of bread ; 
and yet the little girl, who had evi- 
dently been trained by her inebriate 
mother and stood in mortal fear of her, 
insisted that the family were comfort- 
ably off and needed nothing from the 
committee. The mother was afraid 
her case would be reported to the 
police und she sent to the House of 
Correction. On a second visit to this 
family Miss Skinner and Miss Fuller 
carried a generous supply of good 
clothing, but it was with the utmost 
difficulty that they could prevail on the 
little girl (the mother was absent) to 
accept any of it. She had been tuught 
her lesson. 

Miss Skinner wrote out a story of 
this case and reported it to Rey. Dr. 
Crawford, Chairman of the Committee. 
Dr. Crawford took the facts to Mayor 
Richardson for the purpose of having 
the mother of this family taken out of 
the way, but what the Mayor did about 
it we have not been irsormed, 

On Sunday afternoon Miss Skinner 
and Miss Fuller clothed prettily and 
comfortably 13 cases, at the Committee 
room in Savings Bank Block, that they 
had found the day before and instructed 
to come for clothing, shoes, ete. They 
spent the whole afternoon in this noble 
work, and when they reulized the 
pleasure which it gave they forgot their 
futigue und felt well pnid. 

The family of a Russian Jew was 
visited on Sunday and found in a suf- 
fering condition.

‘tariff reform” was ainied only at 
Northern industries, the Southern 
Democrat looked on with approval or 
supported it with enthusiasm. But 
when the framers of the Wilson bill 
incautiously included a few Southern 
products in the reductions the matter 
began to wear a different aspect. As 
this Southern Congressman declares, 
what the South wanted was tariff re- 
vision that would cripple New England 
without hurting the South.—Boston 
Journal.

LESSON XIV, FOURTH QUARTER, IN- 
TERNATIONAL SERIES, DEC. 31. 


A Comprehensive Review of the Lessons 
of the Fourth Quarter — Golden Text, 
Rev. xxii, 21—Commentary by the Rev. 
1D, M. Stearns. 


Lisson I.—The Power of the Gospel (Rom. 
1, 8-17), Golden Text (Rom. §, 16), “I am 
hot ashamed of the gospel of Christ, for it 
Is the power of God unto salvation to every 
one that believeth.”” The prominent topic 
in this lesson is the gospel of Christ as in 
the golden text, or as in verses 1,8, the 
gospel of God concerning His Son Jesus 
Christ, our Lord, This gospel is quite fully 
stated in I Cor, xv, 1-4, 23, 51, 52. 

Lesson I].—Redemption In Christ (Rom. 
fli, 19-26). Golden Text (Rom, ili, 24), “Be- 
Ing justified freely by His grace through 
redemption that is in Christ Jesus.’’ In 
chapters i aud fi Jew and Gentile are all 
proved guilty (see chapter fii, 9). Now 
we are taught that the law, which is holy 
and just and good, cannot save, but can 
only condemn and shut us up to the only 
righteousness revealed in the word of God, 
that which has been provided by the fin- 
ished work of the Lord Jesus and is be 
stowed freely upon every true believer. 

Lesson I1].—Justification by Faith (Rom. 
¥, 1-11), Golden ext (Rom, v, 8), ‘While 
we were yet sin®?s Christ died for us.” 
The condition of every unsaved person {s 
here described, as without strength, un 
godly, sinners, enemies (verses 6, 8, 10), but 
because Jesus our Lord was delivered for 
our offenses and raised again for our justi- 
fication all who receive Him are, apart 
from any works of ours, justified and have 
peace with God (chapter iv, 28-25, 5; Acts 
xiii, 88, 80; Titus iii, 5), 

Lreson 1V.—Chrietian Living (Rom, xil, 
1-15), Golden Text (Rom, xii, 21), ‘Be not 
overcome of evil, but overcome evil with 
good,”’ It is this Christian living that both- 
ers most people. We receive Christ and 
are saved, and His merits make us sure of 
heaven if we die, or of meeting Him in the 
air if Me comes, but why cannot we mani- 
fest more of the life of Christ in these mor- 
tal bodies as we ought to do (II Cor, iv, 10, 
11)? Doubtless because we are disobedient 
to the entreaty of verses 1 and 2 of this 
chapter. 


LrEsson V.—Abstinence For the Sake of | 


Others (1 Cor. viii, 1-18), Golden Text (Rom. 
xv, 1), “Wethen that are strong ought to 
bear the infirmities of the weak and not to 
please ourselves,’’ Because of the weak- 
ness of many believers things which might 
be perfectly lawful are not always expedi- 
dient. Even Christ pleased not Himself, 
and He died for us. We who live should 
not henceforth live unto ourselves, but unto 
Him who died for us and rose again (Rom, 
xv, 3; IT Cor, v, 15). We can do it “for 
Jesus’ sake.” 

LEsson VI.—The Resurrection (I Cor, xv, 
12-26). Golden Text (I Cor, xv, 57), “Thanks 
be to God, who giveth us the victory through 
our Lord Jesus Christ.” In the resurrec 
tion of the body at the coming of our Lord

Nothing can afford a greater proof 
of the patience and perseverance as 
well as the the taste of a Chinese 
handicraftaman than one of those 
elegant baubles, each ball being ex 
quisitely carved and no two being 
| alike, Each ball rolls freely within

Extracts From a Letter by Enoch Ensley of 
Momphis---Written Sept. 1, 1873.

Avy tax levied upon 
lessens thrift and tends to drive and 
keep it away; consequently itis ine rreet 
in principle, whilst a heavy and oppres 
sive tax is abselutely prohibitive and 
suicidal, Embraced in the rule pre- 
sented in the beginning, never to tux any- 
thing that would be of value to the Stete, 
that could and would run away, or that 
could and would come to you, are two or 
three Kinde of movable property whieh 
are most important, to Witt money, mer 
chandise and cap tal to be used in mann 
facturing, ‘These pertain to cities mostly. 

And here [desire to call the attention of 
the farmer or countryman tow fact that 
many bave never thought of, which may 


cities. It is this, to wit: Whilst it is im- 

possible for a rich and prosperous farming 

country to surround a city without 
Contributing to the Prosperity 

of said city, yet itis possible for acity to 

be located within the borders of a State 


and to add great value tothe lands around 
and to the State, without receiving a cor- 
responding value from the country of said 
State. Infact such is always the case 
where the city is large; for lustance, the 
great city of New York is not indebted to 
the country or farmlands of New York 
for one-hundredth of her prosperity or 
Wealth, She reaps her wealth not only 
from all the States of the Union, but from 
all the civilized parts of the world; yet she 
don’t contribute adollar to the payment 
of current expenses and State debt of any 
State of the Union,*er any part of the 
world, except the State of New York. She 
gives in herimmense wealth to be taxed 
solely for the State of New York, thereby 
relieving each and every farmer in the 
State. 

St. Louis reaps a majority of her pros- 
perity from other States than Missouri, 
perity from other States than Louisiana 
(and our city of Boston from 
Nebraska, Michigan, Iowa and Kurope, 
ete.); yet she does not coutribute a dollar 
directly to the payment of current ex- 
sor State debt of any of these States. 
it will be seen that the farmers or 
country people should not be prejudiced 
against the cities located within their 
State, for they receive more aid from them 
than they give in return, and are conse 
quently the gainers, So the practical 
operation of large cities seems to be to re- 
ceive trade and become rich out of it from 
other States more than 
allow their own State alone to receive the 
full benefit as far as her demands go. 

This, it strikes me, should not be objec 
| tionable to the farmer or countryman, or 
} to the State or any part of the State. Con- 
sequently by no means should they desire 
any law of any kind to exist in the land, 
whereby the citics are oppressed and kept 
from growing, when, by its repeal or 
modification, they would not be harmed a 
particle, but, on the contrary, be benefited. 
Thus far it has been my object to show 
| that it is unwise, and in violation of 

The Correct Principle of Taxation, 
and against the interest of the State, and 


terest of every individual in the State, and 
every occupaion in the State, and 
pecially against the interest of the real 
estate or immovable property owner of the 
State, to tax, or in the least oppress, mova- 
ble property.

THE PALAIS ROYAL.

A building typical of Paria is the 


| Palais Royal. This series of build 
|ings, with ites theaters, restaurants,
